Affairs Commission, included the following points:

a. When the Tibetan Trade Group was in Nanking it requested from the
: Goverament US $2,000,000 for the purchase of commodities in the Unlted
States, The amount of US $500,000 was granted, with an addiiional
U3 £%0,000 for travelling expenses which the ‘group refuged.

The Tibetan Trade Group had asked for US {600,000
for travelling expenses and refused to take the smeller amount which
the government offered.)

b. The Mongolian-Tibetan Affairs Commission attempted to dissuade the
Tibetan Trade Group from going to the United States. The Commimsion
vag assureq by the Trade Croup that the latter!s mission was eolaly %o
buy goods which were not availlable in China, and that 1t had no
political motive.

¢. The Foreign Affairs Department was informed by the Chinese Ambassador
in Vashington and by the Consulate in New York that the Tibetan Trade
Commission engaged in no political activity while in the United Sintes,
aside from one statement of political slgnificance which apoeared in
e newspaper. This statement was not one which could affect China.

d. Members of the State Department in Washington who met with the Tibatan .
Trade Group reported that the only subjects of dlscussion were mattera
of trade.

e. The Chinese Embaasy in Washington prevented tha Tibetan Trade Commission
from meeting the President of the United States. '

f. Reports from the Chineae Erbassy in Iondon and from WANG Shih=chieh,
head of the Foreign Affairs Department, indioated that the Tivetan
Trade Group engaged in no politieal a¢tivity while in Great Britain.
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
